A VERY PECULIAR ONE. 

The Republican ticket ran alone for two months, 
drawing tbe fire of the Opposition. Since the 
‘* Reform ” or Democratic ticket was nominated, 
Sept. 7, there has been a lively contest in the 
newspapers. They have been publishing arti- 
cles bearing on the merits of the Republican and 
‘*Reform” parties in their adminisiration of 
State affaires, and the worthiness of the candi- 
dates, with heavy headings, itahcs, capitals, aod 
black letters, to attract ®ttention; this bearty 
political diet spiced with pungent paragraphs, 
for which the Republican papers have found 
abundant material in the character and action of 
the Democratic State Convention, with its ticket 
swallowed at one gulp, to sour on the stomachs 
of many members of the party; in revelations 
about the State officers renominated, particu- 
larly Gov. Taylor; the refusal to allow the ex- 
amination of the records; and, when the facts 
in regard to the condition of State finances were 
smoked out, the exposure of the hnmbuggery 
of the Democratic cry of economy and 
saviog money for the people. The Dem- 
ocratic papers have been rather at a disadvan- 
tage, having exbausted their ammupition early 
in the action,—their eharges against Republican 
candidates having been mainly exploded before 
their own were nomirated. Since then, they 


bave been mainiy on the defensive, occasionaliy 
a dust to cover 
their retreat from assailable positions, by re- 
peating stale sianders in regard to Republican 
candidates or inisrepresentation of State affairs. 
The leading Republican papers, notably the 
State Journal, which has been supplied with 
considerable good ammunition by disgusted 
Demvucrata, have kept up a most vigorous fire 
for weeks on the enemy, who seem badly de- 
moralized, their forces scattered, and many of 
them deserting. ~~ 
REPUBLICAN SPEAKERS. 

There have been no mass-meetings on either 
side, Leading candidates have attended agricul- 
tural fairs and hke gatherings, and, during 
the present moota, there have been a 
number of moderately-well-attended meetirgs 
in different parts of the State, few of them char- 
acterized by:-any great enthusiasm. Senator 
Howe has been prevented, by illness and his ap- 
pointment on the Indiaa Commission, from tak- 
ing ag active a part in the campaigo as he other- 
wise would, but has made a few telling speeches, 
especially one at Eau Claire. Ex-Gov. Wash- 
burn has made several very effective speeches, 
forcibly contrasting Repubiican and Reform Ad- 
ministrations, greatly to the disadvantage of the 


latter, and bringing out the figures of iast year’s 


expenses, which had been kept studiously con- 
cealed. Mr. E. W. Keyes, Chairman of the Re- 
publican State Committee, has added to bis other 
labors some very practical and forcible speeches, 
showing up sham ‘ Reform.” Congressmen C. 
G. Willams apd L. B, Caswell have made a oum- 
ber of good speeches,—the former giving his 
bearers the benetit of some of the information 
he acquired about Southern affairs while on the 
Congressional Committee to investigate South- 
ern disorders; the latter making some strong 
points on State affairs. The Hon. George W. 
Allen, a well-known and prominent leather- 
merchant of Milwaukee, made several speeches, 
in which he bore strong testimony, from 
years’ acquaintance, to the excellences 
of the Hon. Harrison Ludington, our candidate 
for Governor. Speeches have also been made, 


| on the Republican side, by John R. Bennett, of 


Rock, our candidate for Attorney General; E. 
Colman, of Fond du Lac; Senators H. D. Bar- 
ron, of k, and R. L. D. Potter, of Waushara 
(author of the Potter law); H. A. Patterson, of 
Rock ; H. M. Lewis, of this city; N. W. Wheeler, 
of Chippewa; George C. Hazleton, of Grant; 
Judge Bryaut, of La Crosse; Byron J. Castile, 
of Vernon, and others. Chairman Keyes, who 
has been laboring zealously, has been disap- 
pointed io several men whom he hoped to secure 
to speak for the Republican ticket. Ex-Senator 
Carpenter bas beei s0 much occupied pro- 
feasioually that he has not been able to give any 
time to the canvass. He was announced for a 
couple of speeches within a week, but was 
hindered by his health and important engage- 
ments. Senator Cameron has been restrained 
from taking an active part in the contest by the 
peculiar circumstances under which he was 
elected. . 
OPPOSITION SPEAKERS. 

The “ Reform” Chairman, Dr. W. A. Ander- 
son, of LaCrosse,on the outer verge of tho 
State, bas made himself as central as possible 
by coming here and to Milwaukee considerably, 
but has labored under the disadvantage of be- 
ing unknowing and unkoown among politicians. 
He tried to organize a campaign with numerous 
meetings and speeches, but with very poor suc- 
cess, He applied to several prominent lawyers 
here, who have been counted among Taylor's 
supporters, to take the stump for him and his 
ticket, bat bas found an unpleasant unwilling- 
ness to do anything of the sort. The Hon. 
George B. Smith made a couple of speeches, and 
was expected to make nore, but declined. Out- 
side of Milwaukee, where there have been a few 
meetings, addressed by local politicians, about 
the only other Opposition speakers of promi- 
nenée have been J. P. C. Cottrill, of Milwaukee, 
The 
Democratic meeting here, Saturday evening, ad- 
dressed by Messrs. Cottrill and Smith, with its 
conspicuous failure to attempt a defense of Gov. 
Taylor, was a serious damage to their cause. 

Neither Chairman bad any satisfactory re- 
sponses to appeals to outside speakers. Some- 
how it has always been very ditticult to induce 
speakers of reputation from abroad to labor in 
Wisconsin. It used to be said by Republicans 
that ourditate was all right anyway, and they 
were not needed; and by Democrats that it was 
of no use. wee that it is debatable ground, it 
would seem that prominent political orators on 
— sides would see the importance of labor 

ere. 

Quantities of documentse—mainly made up of 
matier from the newspapers, bearing on State 
issues—have been sent out. Chairman Keyes 
has done his best to organize victory for the Re- 
publican side, and has been kept well in- 
formed of the position of things throughout tne 
State by a large correspondence. The prospects 
tor recovering. the State are excellent, if Re- 
publicans will only do their duty, in posting 
their neighbors as to the merits of the candi- 
dates, and rallying a full vote. Good reports of 
public feeling, and of a determination on the 
partof Republicans not to let this election go 
by default, as wedid that two years ago, come 
from different parts of the State; and, unless 
something unforeseen occurs, the Republicans 
look for the :

SCHROEDER’S AERIAL SHIP. 


A Description of the Working-Appara- 
tus—Wihat the inventor Says He (an 
Do-—lhow the Nerth Pole is te Be 
Discovered. 

Cinctnnati Commercia’. 

Work has been commenced on the ship, and is 
confidently expecting that she will be ready for 
her trial-trip in about two weeks. The skeleton 
of the ship is made of double O wire, braced 
length wine by single O wire. The ship itself is 
85 feet long, 9 feet bigh, and.8 feet wide, and in 
shape resembies a long steamship hull, with the 
exception that the fore and aft projections ex- 
tend about 7 feet from the body of the ship. 
The iron shaft runs lengthwise, the pushing-pro- 
peller being attached to one end, nd the puiling- 
propeller to the other, in order that they can be 
worked to the best advantage, and to aliow the 
ship to turn around on its own pivotin the air. 
Underneath are two rudders, ove fore and one 
aft. for steering purposes. On making the 
ascent, the pulling-propeiler will be put in mo- 
tion, assisted by che pusbing-propeller and the 
rudders, and thus the inventor confidently ex- 
dects to be abie to go whithersoever he will. 

The ship is attached to the balloon by 1,496 
ropes, situated at equal distances apart, in order 
possibie. The 


drogen gas will be used, and this etbstance is so 
light tbat it is calculated that 1 cubic foot will have 
a lifting powe ‘ of 154 ounces, thus making the 
hfting power f the balloon about 29,000 pounds, 
or nearly 151 ns. Itis not probable thas the 
balloon will | a inflated to ita full capacity, inas- 
much as the extreme rarefaction of the air at 
great alticades tends to withdraw the outside 
pressure from the balloon, and the hydrogen in- 
side, thus relieved of outward pressure, will ex- 

and the more readily, and perhaps burst the 

alloon. But, estimating the capacity at an 
amount less than half that given, the balloon 
will easily bave a lifting power of 10 tons, while 
the weight of the apparatus, thé gas, balloon, 
netting, ship, and machinery is but 4,800 pounds, 
or 2 2-5 tons. 

The balloon is fastened to the shipin such a 
manner that it cannot sway to and fro, so that 
it is impossible for the balloon to get out of a 
perpendicular position. The ship has two masts, 
fore and aft, which reach up to “the equator of 
the balloon. On the top of each mast a large 
wire-cap is fastenned to the netting verpendicu- 
larly, and the balloon itself is fastened to the 
netting all around its equator. In case of an 
explosion, the lower part of the balloon 
falls into the netting, and half of the bailoon 
forms a large parachute. The balloon descends 
for a short distance with great rapidity, when 
the air presses up underneath, 8 ute 
spreads ou 

radually. e steering-apparatus and propel- 
er are set in motion, the rotary movement com- 
mences, aud the balloon goes down in a circle 
hke an eagle epreading ite wings. The baljioon 
is made of cambric mualin, of which 18,000 yards 
have been used in ite manufacture, and the 
length of the rope used ig nearly 21 miles, 

The puiling and pushiog propellers are worked 
by cranks, four men at each crank, and work in 
the lower currents about 350 revolutions a min- 
ute, increasing the number of revolutions with 
the increase in height. Aided by the pulling 
and pushing power, the inventor claims that he 
wiil be capable of making the ship stand still in 
the air over any given Practical use 
will be made of this advantage by takin 
a photographer along for the purpose o 
securing photographic views of certain 
sections of the country. From s certain 
beight in the air he says he can see the bottom 
of -any body of water, no matter bow deep. The 
photographic views which he proposes to have 
taken will be chiefly useful to the Topograph- 
ical Corps. 

Mr. Sehroeder says that his experience has

Interesting Personal Remtniscences by a 
Friend of All Three, 


**Greeley, Seward, and Weal” was the snb- 


| ject of a lecture by Mrs. E. Cady Stanton yester- 


day afternoon before the Sunday Lecture So- 
ciety at McCormick Hall. Mm. Stanton bad an 
audiencé made up of some of the mioét intelli- 
gent and respectable people of Chicago. The 
hall. began to fill early, and by the time an- 
nounced, 3 o’tlock, there was not s vacant seat 
in the lower part of the house, while the galleries 
were equally well taken up by an array of 
listeners and lookers-on. Tite audience amused 
itself by reading the morning papers, probably 
devoting most of the spare time before the lec- 
ture to the story of Hesing’s ways of 
darkness. It may be that this had a favorable 
effect upon the delivery of the lecture, bringing 
out into the clear light of day the pure charac- 
tera of 

GREELEY, SEWARD, AND WEED IN CONTRAST 
with the character of bim who is, probably, the 
most detested man in Chipago et this time. 
While all shades of political opinian were pres- 
ent in such an audience of independent, think- 
ing men, and women who would like to be men 
in so far asthe right of suffrage is coneerned, 
this did not prejudice them against what was 
pure, and good, and honest in the characters of 
those men, albeit they had their faults. 

Three o'clock came and went, but Mra. Stan- 
ton came pot with it. At3al5 she bad not ar- 
rived, much to the impatience of the large au- 
dience. At this juncture Mr. Mason, a member 
of the Lecture Soctety, advaaced to the platform, 
aod said that be had just come from Sher- 
man House, and that Mrs. Stanton had left 
there about ten minutes before his arrival.

THE THREE GREAT MEN 

of whom she would speak, Mr. Séward and Mr. 
Weed were born in New York, and Mr. Greeley 
in New Hampshire. They composed what waa 
familiarly known asthe partnership of Weed, 
Seward, and Greeley. It was formed about the 
time of the Harrison Hard Cider campaign, and 
somewhat rudely dissolved by Greeiey in 1854, 
when be wrote Mr. Seward, saying that he had 
never gotten an office, although be had helped 
to get the other members of the firm into 
places. It would not be gainsaid that Weed was 
probably one of the greatest politicians America 
or the world had ever known, 

SEWARD THE GREATEST DIPLOMAT, 
and Greeley the greatest editor. Greeley and 
Seward had passed away, but Mr. Weed still 
lived, nearly an octogenarian, and the writer had 
visited him just before she left New York. At 
the interview Mr. Weed showed her some early 
letters of Creeley. and related an anecdote of 
Mr. Seward’s seeing the statue of Lincoln in 
Union Square, and ¢ ing: ‘* Yes, that is 
it. Fame. And I am again, and this 
time by death |” 

Weed and Greeley were born in poverty, Sew- 
ard in affluence. No politician in Weed’s circle 
was able to esc the net which he had drawn 
around bim. ward seemed a lopg-headed boy 
in company with his menter.

THE CANNIBAL STORY. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Moxena, Iil., Oct. 29.—Your Bob’ton corre- 
spondent, in his dispatch respectiag cannibal- 
ism, has certainly made an egregious mistake. 
The Auckland Islands are totally uninhabited, 
though they have often been the scene of dis- 
aster. The schooner Grafton was wrecked 
there in 1864, wd the American ship Gen. Grant 
in 1866. A portionof the crew of the Gen. 
Grant remained on the island until the 2lst of 
November, 1867, when they were rescued by the 
Amberst, Capt. Gilroy. The Auckland Islands 
are situated exactiy 200 miles south of New 
Zealand, and are occasionally visited by whalers. 
The Government of New Zealand bas placed a 
quantity of domestic animals on the islands, but 
without effect, as they all died off but the goats. 

It is barely possible that a party of New 
Zealand Maories might bave been on the 
islands and committed the deed. But it is ex- 
tremely doubtful, as the Maories are advaocing 
well aiong the pathe of civilization, and, since 
the murder of two American missionaries, 
Messrs. Folkner asd Baker, some twelve years 
ago, cannibalism his been unknown. The writer 
of thie letter was in New Zealand at the time, 
and, although it was asserted that the bodies of 
the missionaries hud been eaten, there was no 
direct evidence of the fact. I have no doubt the 
present story a pare fabrication on the part of 
some one or other.

‘This notification sets at rest all un- 
certainty regarding the possible return of 
Prof. Swine tothe Presbyterian denomina- 
tion, and it also points to the near fulfillment 
of the project of establishing for him an in- 
dependent church in the heart of the city, 
and the enlargement of the sphere of useful- 
ness of a man who, though lost to the Pres- 
byterian ministry, is gained for the cause of 
religion in Chicago in a broader and grander 
capacity. 


The “short” operators in lard on the New 
York Produce Exchange underwent 60 ter- 
rible a squeeze on Saturday that the unctuous 
and scented swain need not want for bear's- 
grease for many a moon.

Words of wisdom and moderation are those 
contained in the letter of the Hon. Jonn 
WerntTworta, printed elsewhere in this issue. 
He earnestly advises the voters in to-mor- 
row’s election both to exercise freely and 
submit with a good grace to the right of chal- 
lenge,—to challenge and be challenged, the 
first as a duty which every citizen owes to 
the purity of the ballot-box, and tho second 
as a necessary consequence of the first. 
‘* When in doubt, lead a trump,” is the rule 
suggested by Mr. WentTworrs ; that is, when 
uncertain as to any man’s legal tight to vote, 
challenge promptly and unhesitatingly; not 
intending to give offense, but simply to make 
sure that no illegal votes are cast. No harm 
can come of frequent challenging, and no 
man should feel affronted because he is chal- 
lenged. 


In yesterday's issue of Der Westen, the 
Sunday edition of Mr. Hestne’s newspaper, 
the Staats-Zeitung, there appeared various 
significant intimations that German employes 
throughout the city must vote for Mr. Hes- 
inc if they would escape being discharged by 
their employers. This is a cowardly threat, 
and will lose for Mr. Hesma and the Devil- 
Fish ticket a hundred votes of free and un- 
trammeled workingmen for every vote it 
extorts through fear. Already every me- 
chanic and laboring man who owns his cot- 
tage and lot is keenly alive to the necessity 
of crushing out the mob of plunder-hunters 
led by A. C. Hzesrnc, and threats of coercion 
will not help the matter. ‘That such threats 
are made is in itself conclusive proof that the 
case of the Devil-Fish has become too des- 
perate for ordinary methods, and that this 
dastardly course is the last convulsive clutch 
for a hold upon earth. 


The cry of Hostility to Foreigners will 
avail nothing as an offset to the complete 
annihilation of the Devil-Fish prospects in 
consequence of the Farwell-Hall meeting. 
No one will be deceived by this shallow sub- 
terfuge. Every intelligent foreign-born citi- 
gen of Chicago knows perfectly well that the 
merchants and business men felt no spite, 
and manifested none, toward foreigners. The 
President of the meeting, Mr. Grorcr Ar- 
mourn, President of the Chicago Board of 
Trade, is himself a foreigner, and an 
honor and a credit to the city of 
his adoption and his love. The Hon. 
Teomas Hoywnes, one of the principal speak- 
ers at the meeting, is a foreigner. Several] 
other foreigners assisted actively in both the 
calling and the conduct of the meeting. A 
number of foreigners helped nobly to defend 
the meeting against the invasion of Mr. 
Hesrne and his disreputable coadjutors. Mr. 
Hzsine and his newspaper only render them- 
selves ridiculous and still more contemptible 
by asserting that hatred of foreigners was at 
the bottom of the Farwell-Hall meeting, or 


that it entered into the proceedings in the 


slightest degree. 


We submit to the careful consideration of 
the people of Chicago the consequences 
which are to follow this election according to 
the way it may be decided. We have a de- 
plorable City Government and a more de- 
plorableCounty Government. The two levy, 
collect, and expend nearly eight millions of 
dollars of taxes annually, and the County 
Government has the power to add several 
millions of dollars to the public debt. 

There has been a hope that at the first 
election for municipal officers the citizens, by 
a determined effort, might reclaim the City 
Government. The contest has, however, been 
precipitated by the action of the criminal 
classes who have selected an able, influential, 
and a most daring leader. The purpose has 
been to root allthe honest members out of 
the County Government and-to grasp the 
whole machinery of elections, and thus pre- 
vent any possible reform at the election next 
spring for municipal officers. 

‘The result of the election to-morrow may 
be considered as conclusive of the result next 
spring. If the Opposition combination be 
defeated, and the honest citizens prevail, the 
latter may hope to be able to accomplish a 
reform at the first municipal election under 
the new charter. Then there may be deliver- 
ance. But should Mr. Hesino and his follow- 
ers succeed to-morrow, then they will have 
secured absolute control of all branches and 
departments of the local Government, in- 
cluding all the machinery of elections, and, 
of course, have the power to perpetuate 
their ascendency. 

Voters, therefore, must understand that in 
voting to-morrow it is not merely to elect 
Mr. Hestxne or Mr. Hvax, but itis to deter- 
mine the character of our local Government 
for years to come, '

The only arbiter, under the Constitution 
and laws, in American politics is the popular 
will expressed through the ballot-box. A 
false, corrupt, and dishonest ballot-box is 
worse than a false, corrupt, and dishonest 
Judge, because there is no appeal from the 
decree of the inspectors of election, while 
that of the corrupt Judge may be overruled 
and the Judge impeached and punished. The 
American ballot-box is the purely American 
tribunal where the American people try their 
differences, and by whose decisions they are 
bound; but this assumes that that ballot-box 
shall be kept pure; that no vote shall be re- 
ceived therein save when deposited by a legal 
voter ; that the votes therein deposited shall 
be fairly and honestly counted, and the ac- 
tual result as fairly and honestly certified; 
that an election conducted in any other way 
is a crime against law and the liberty of the 
people, even more infamous than that of the 
incendiary, the poisoner, or the assassin, be- 
cause it poisons the life-blood of our political 
system, destroys republican liberty, and 
crushes the sacred cause of human freedom 
the world over. 


The despiration of the fight which Mr. 
HestnG is making for the County Treasurer- 
ship, to attain which he has allied himself 
with men whom he has heretofore denounced 
as ‘‘thieves, rascals, and damned scoundrels,” 
is largely accounted for in the extraordinary 
amount of money the County Treasurer will 
handle during the hext two years. Hereafter 
the city taxes will be collected under the gen- 
eral law, and the County Treasurer will hold 
all the State, county, city, and town moneys. 
In addition thereto, he will have all the 
money realized from the sale of county bonds 
for building the Court-House. He will hold 
the money raised by the city for 
its share in the Court-House. He 
will draw his salary as Treasurer, his 


salary as Collector, and the bank interest on 
‘the largest line of county deposits ever 


known in this part of the United States. The 
proceeds of the office, as Mr. Hesrne will 
manage it, will, it is estimated by good 
financiers, be not less than $100,000 a year. 
No wonder he has stooped so low to conquer 
this rich prize; and no wonder his friends 
and creditors, and the ring with whom he has 
probably to divide, are fighting so desperately 
for him. 


WORK FOR THE CITIZENS’ ASSOCIATION. 

County Clerk Lies, in his anxiety to serve 
the interests of the County Ring and his wil- 
lingness to pander to the worst elements that 
can be utilized for that purpose on election 
day, has overreached himself by issuirg in- 
structions to the judges of. election, in which 
he has assumed to interpret the Election law, 
and has deliberately misinterpreted it. In 
doing this, Mr. Lies has exposed himself to 
prosecution for misconduct in office, and it is 
to be hoped that, whatever the result of the 
election may be, the Citizens’ Association will 
take his case in hand. His offense is a serious 
one. We believe there is nothing in the 
Election law which authorizes the County 
Clerk to instruct the judges; and, if not, it 
is an impudent stretch of his authority to 
assume to do se. But, having done so, it is 
the more serious violation of his public trust 
to give a false interpretation of the law. 

There is a statute which provides that 
every person holding public office, whether 
State, county, or municipal, ‘‘who shall be 
guilty of wilifal and corrupt oppression, mal- 
feasance or partiality, where no special pro- 
vision shall have been made for the punish- 
ment thereof, shall be fined not exceeding 
$10,000, and may be removed from his office, 
trust, or employment.” We suggest to the 
Citizens’ Association that it is their duty to 
take counsel on Mr. Lrep’s instruction to 
election judges, and, if it be found that he 
has misinterpreted the law without warrant 
or authority, that they appear before the next 
Grand Jury and ask for the indictment of the 
County Clerk under this statute. 

Among the other instructions which Coun- 
ty Clerk Lies has, a we believe, unlawfully 
issued, he says: 

If the judges of election are satisfied thatany per- 
son Offering to vote is entitled.to votethey can re- 
ceive his vote, even if heis challenged, without re- 
quiring him to make affidavit, If they are not satis- 
fied that be is entitled to vote, and his vote is chal- 
lenged, he must make affidavit of his right to vote, 
and an affidavit of a witness is required by law, 

There is nothing in the Election law which 
gives the shadow of an excuse for such’ an: 
interpretation. This instrugtion is that the 
judges may exercise their own sweet will as 
to who may vote, without any regard to a 
challenge. The law says that ‘‘ whenever 
any person offering to vote is not PERSONALLY 
ENOWN lo the judges of election to have te 
qualjications mentioned, if his vote is chal- 
lenged by a legal voter at such election, he 
shall make and subscribe an affidavit,” the 
form of which is givenin the law. Does 
this admit of Lres’s instruction that the 
judges only need to be “ satisfied” of a voter's 
qualifications in order to dispense with the 
affidavit ? 

But not only this. The law further pro- 
vides that when a person offering to vote is 
challenged and his qualifications are not per- 
sonally known to the judges, he must, in addi- 
tion to his own affidavit, ‘‘ produce a witness, 
personally known to the judges of election, and 
resident wn the precinct or district,” who shall 
make an affidavit that he knows the person 
offering the challenged vote to have the nec- 
essary qualifications. Does this look as 
though all that is required is that the judges 
shall be “‘ satisfied” the challenged voter is 
qualified, and may then dispense with these 
afiidavits? The only legal way in which the 
election judges .can be “‘ satisfied ” of the 
fact in each case is by the two affidavits re- 
quired by law. 

_ The most dangerous feature of these un- 


Se ‘warranted instructions is that they may be 


pted by the election judges as an authori- 


| tative interpretation of the law which they 


may follow, and thus free themselves from 
any responsibility. They are very much mis- 
taken in this. The Election law provides, 
among other defined offenses of the judges, 
that “ if any judge of any election shall per- 
mit @ person to vete whose vote is challenged, 


| without the proof required in this act,” he shall 


be fined not exceeding $1,000, or imprisoned 


| in the County Jail one year, or both. The 


unwerranted and false instructions issued by 
the County Clerk will aot save any judge who, 


violates this provision from the severe penalty | 


provided by the law. 

Clerk Lize’s offiense is a serious one, and 
especially in view of the well-founded sus- 
picion that there will be a disposition to re- 
sort to every imaginable fraud to-morrow. 
The effect of the County Clerk’s instructions 
is to give the election judges a warrant to 
take a latitude of personal discretion to 
which they are not entitled. But the elec- 
tion judges will not be released from the 
penalties for an infraction of the law on ac- 
count of Mr. Lrzs’s volunteer instructions, 
and Mr. Lies himself will probably be called 
to judicial account for his interference. 


MODES OF ELECTION. 

In Pennsylvania, the judges and clerks of 
election in each township and precinct are 
elected fora year at the April term of elec- 
tions on the minority principle,—no one is 
allowed to vote for more than two of the 
three judges, or one of the two clerks. This 
secures a representation to both sides. The 
plan is said to work well. Something of the 
same sort is tried in Peoria,in this State. 
Peoria has an old special charter, under 
which the voters, and not a ring of County 
Commissioners, have theirsay. In an elec- 
tion of this sort, however, there should be 
provision for voting by some system of mi- 
nority representation. This would insure 
at least one honest man at every 
poll. If this were carried out, the state 
Of things which now exists in this city would 
be an impossibility. A man who proposed to 
violate the Constitution and the laws of Iili- 
nois by taking ten times his rightful profit 
from an office could not hold a secret confab 
with a clique of corrupt officials and dictate 
to the latter a list of appointments of men 
whose main qualification is their ability and 
willingness to misjudge the elections they are 
chosen to judge. Noset of men could de- 
fiantiy notify the people of a great metropolis 
that they meant to carry an election by force 
of fraud. No notorious gambler would boast 
that the ballot-boxes of the First and Second 
Wards should hold 700 ballots for the 
gamblers’ and plug-uglies’ candidate before 
an honest vote was dropped into it. Gutter 
and grog-shop would not be raked for vile 
creatures of vile candidates. The tremendous 
indignation that now possesses the honest 
and respectable classes of Cook County 
against the published plan of stuffing the 
ballot-boxes would not de called into play, 
for no such plan could succeed. The voice 
of the people would not be stifled in the back- 
rooms of low saloons by corrupt hirelings of 
corrupt men. 

If this plan, or some other scheme with 
the same object, does not succeed, the aboli- 
tion of vote by ballot may become a pressing 
necessity. For, if ballots are not honestly 
counted, they are worse than useless. Judge 
Doo.itTrLe proposed, in his Rockford speech, 
that voting-precincts should be so small that 
each would contain only a few hundred 
voters, and that every wter should march 
up to a platform, staie his name and 
residence, and openy declare his 
preferences. This publicity would be 
terrifying to time-servers ind the timid, but 
itis the only alternative to the ballot-box. 
Even the use of a registrylist cannot prevent 
fraud, though it greatly ails in its detection 
efter it has been committed. But the cum- 
brous system of ousting areturned candidate 
and seating a cheated one in his place is so 
slow that it is often useles. What we need 
is a mode of yoting that will substantially 
prevent fraud. If this is unattainable, the 
nearer we can get to it tle better. A viva- 
voce vote would make it pessible for a hun- 
dred people to keep the ‘ally at every poll, 
so that the judges would not dare to falsify 
the returns. If this were combined with a 
strict registration, we might, perhaps, have 
the minimum of fraud anc the maximum of 
honest government. 


PLANTATION BUSINESS IN LOUISIANA. 

We have received a pamphlet containing a 
description of lands and plantations in Louisi- 
ana belonging to the Citizens’ Bank of 
Louisiana, which that corporation offers for 
sale or rent. Excluding the town and city 
lots, the land foots up about 122,000 acres, 
the whole of it under fence, and most 
of it provided with dwellings, outhouses, and 
all the buildings and appurienances of once 
thriving sugar and cotton plantations 
owned by rich and prosperous families. 
The lands are of the best and 
most productive class in the State. We 
do not refer to this to advertise the land, but 
to pcint out one of the consequences of tHe 
old plantation system at the South, and the 
effects upon that system resulting from the 
abolition of slavery. These iands were valu- 
able and productive, and the owners lived in 
princely and royal style. They had their 
slaves, numbering according to the size 
of the plantation, from 75 to 500, of all 
ages. They had their overseers and chief 
men, who purchased all that was needed to 
feed and clothe the hands, to work the farm, 
and keep the plantation in perfect operation. 


"The crop was consigned to a factor at 


New Orleans, who sold it, and was the bank- 
er and general agent of the planter. The 
owner lived in the best style; whatever was 
needed for the comfort or luxury of his 
household was ordered without reserve; all 
the money which the planter needed for his 
own use, or for the expenditures of his fami- 
ly. was drawn for upon the factor at New 
Orleans. He troubled himself concerning no 
details, and such a thing as regulating ex- 
penditures by income was altcgether too com- 
mercial for a gentleman of family. The gen- 
eral result was, that, jn the most successful 
cases, the annual crop when converted into 
cash but barely covered the previous drafts 
upon the agent. In the meantime, a new ac- 
count had to be opened. The pugehases for 
the support and maintenance of the planta- 
tionbegun. Thecloseof the year saw the pro- 
ceeds of the crop all expended,—and the ex- 
penditure for the coming year began in Jan- 
uary and continued until near December. 
The plantation—its owners, and its laborers, 
and all its incidental expenses—had to be sup- 
ported from January to December by the pro- 
ceeds of drafts on the factor, who was either 
a merchant, or bank, or banker. Upon the 
money thus advanced a high rate of interest, 
which, including commissions and brokerage, 
probably equaled 2 per cent a month, was 
exacted, and at the close of the year the fac- 
tor, whether merchant or baaker, collected 
from the proceeds of the crop all his ad- 
vances, including his interest. 

The habits of the planters were not such 
as permitted saving or economy. An unusu- 
al crop was followed by unusual expenditure, 
while a failure, or partial failure, was not ac- 
companied by retrenchment. There could be 


' but one outcome of this mode of doing busi- 


ness, Whenever the balance st the end of 
the year was against the planter, there was 
the inevitable mortgage to cover the deficien- 
cy. These mortgages were of course never 
paid. Every year or two they were renewed 
tot an inoponsed amount ; and thus the basi- | 


ness went on, until the Citizens’ Bank found 
itself holding mortgages for 122,000 acres of 
the largest, best, and most productive sugar 
and cotton plantations in the State, besides 
other mortgages on the city and village 
residences of the planters. For a while after 
the War some of these plantations pro- 
duced enough cotton, at the very high prices, 
to pay the current interest and taxes, but the 
land had passed forever from the hands of the 
original owners, and is not now worth any- 
thing like the money advanced on it. The 
accumulated interest almost equals the 
original debt, and the Citazens’ Bank, which 
for forty years had borne an unquestioned 
reputation, was compelled to close its dvors. 
Its entire capital and accumulations were 
sunk in this property, which could neither be 
sold nor rented. 


The Citizens’ Bank was but one of these 
factors. Every commission merchant was 
more or less a factor, and held mortgages on 
land, so that practically the larger part of 
the plantations in Louisiana were held at the 
close of the War by mortgages,—the owners 
being unable to redeem. The same system 
prevailed to a greater or less extent, and pre- 
vails now in all the Cotton States. The plant- 
er has to run his plantation on credit, pay- 
ing from 1 to 2 per cent a month, and, should 
his crop prove insufficient to pay his debts 
at a close of the year, the mortgage follows 
as a matter of course, and hence the eventual 
transfer of the land becomes a mere question 
of time. 

We submit that this system of business 
must be abandoned before there can be any 
permanent prosperity in the States where it 
prevails. Such a system could not exist in 
the Northern States, and at the South it 
could only continue without producing bank- 
ruptey so long as slavery existed and slave 
property waseasily convertible into cash, with 
which, in extremity, estates could be rescued. 
This résource no longer exists, and running 
plantations on borrowed money must prove 
a losing business. 

The Citizens’ Bank of Louisiana proposes 
to put its lands in the market in lots to suit 
purchasers, and at low prices; and, if these 
lands fall into the hands of those who will do 
their own labor, there will be a solution of 
the labor question and the establishment of 
planting on a new basis; and to this basis 
agricultural industry must come at the South 
in order to be prosperous, and in order to in- 
vite agricultural labor from other States, 


**“FREE SPEECH.” 

The meeting called by the Hesmye crowd 
for McCormick’s Hall this evening, under the 
pretense of advocating ‘‘free speech,” is a 
palpable effort to break the fall, and, to some 
extent, obliterate the disgrace resulting from 
the invasion of the Farwell Hall meeting. 

If Mr. Hustna were a believer in ‘free 
speech,” he would not have consented to the 
effort made last Friday evening by the roughs 
and bruisers who endeavored to dislodge the 
merchants. 

If Mr. Hestnc were a believer in ‘free 
speech,” he would accord it as freely to the 
merchants of this city as to the gamblers and 
plug-uglies. 

If Mr. Hzestxc were a believer in “free 
speech,” he would not have encouraged his 
henchmen to cry down gentlemen who met 
together to speak in behalf of the purity of 
the ballot-box. 

If Mr. Hestne were a believer in “ free 
speech,” he might have gone to Farwell Hall 
and asked the privilege of speaking in a 
meeting where he was not invited (which 
would have been granted), but he would not 
have taken therea backing of a crowd of 
rowdies, roughs, gamblers, and thieves to 
capture that meeting. 

If Mr. Hxestna were a believer in “free 
speech,” he would not deny the right of rep- 
utable citizens who hire and pay for a hall 
to express their sentiments without molesta- 
tion or interference of the disreputable 
classes. 

If Mr. Hestnec were a believer in “free 
speech,” he would not have stationed his 
sentinels in various places of a public meet- 
ing to cry ‘‘ Hestve! Hesine!” every time 


»*Mr. Horne, or Mr. Farwewu, or Mr. Laryvep, 


or some other invited speaker, came forward. 

If Mr. Hestne were a believer in “free 
speech,” he would not threaten German mer- 
chants with the use of his newspaper col- 
umuns, breathing vengeance against those who 
opposed him. 

The simple fact is that Mr. Hestne has dis- 
covered the fatal error he made last Friday 
night, when he tolerated and encouraged his 
roughs and bullies in their effort to disperse 
merchants who had gathered in a hall which 
they hired and paid for. The meeting to- 
night is intended to offset this mistake, but 
it will fail fortwo reasons,—first, because it 
is not sincere; and, second, because it comes 
too late.

ALABAMA’S STARVED 8CHOOLS., 

The Mobile Register, referring to the 
criticisms of Taz Trrsunz on the new con- 
stitutional provisions to starve the public 
schools of that State, says: ‘* The answer to 
all this is, that the proposed Constitution 
provides a more certain fund for public 
schools than the existing one, and that be- 
fore the War the State of Alabama had a far 
more effective common-school system than 
any Western State.” (7?) We regret to be 
obliged to say that these statements are not 
true, and that a reasonably intelligent idiot 
ought to know that they are nottrue. The 
sole proof which Mr. Forsrrn offers 
is an extract from an obscure pretended 
Republican paper. The writer, in de- 
fending the new Constitution, says 
that the delegates to the Convention which 
framed it made ‘“‘all the provision possible 
for schools.” This, it will be sbserved, 
merely begs the question. To prove its own 
bare assertion, the Jtegister quotes somebody 
else's bare assertion—of something else ! 
The question is, Does the new Constitution 
of Alabama provide a less efficient public- 
school system than the present instrument ? 
We say it does. 

The Alatama State Journal of Oct. 28 con- 
tains a three-column letter to the people of 
the State, signed by the Hon. Samvex F. 
Rice, a native Southerner, an ex-Supreme 
Judge of Alabama, a lawyer of the highest 
standing, and a gentleman whose opinion Mr. 
Forsytu himself must respect. From his 
letter we take a few—not assertions, but 
—facts. The old Constitution of Ala- 
bama provided that “one-fifth of 
the aggregate annual revenue of the 
State” should be “devoted exclusively to 
the maintenance of public schools.” This 
percentage ‘‘exceeded $200,000 per year.” 
‘The new Constitution requires a levy of only 
$100,000. We quote: “‘ Disregarding the 
value of a good and fixed educational system, 
the new Constitution materially reduces the 
supplies which were fixed by the old Consti- 
tution, and leaves the educational system de- 
pendent for efficiency upon the mercy, preju- 
dice, or disposition of the Legislature.” If

Thus, when a wagon-load 
of patriots who have already voted at least once 
apcice at a dozen precincts approach the thir- 
teenth, late in the day, and heavily laden with 
liquor, and it is yet important they should re- 
peat at a dozen other polling-places, and they are 
challenged, all that is necessary is that the 
judges indicate they are satisfied the repeaters 
are entitled to vote by accepting their votes. 
This will expedite repeating and save the chal- 
lenger’s wasting his breath. This indicates what 
Mr. Hesineo had in view when, tbreugh his crea- 
tures in the County Board, he denied the Re- 
publicans their quota of the judges of election, 
and dictated the appointment exclusively of his 
partisans.

What a wonderful fact, inexplicable on any 
other ground than that God rules, and that 
America is to be the land of personal and relig- 
ious freedom, 1s it that the nations of progress 
to-day are descended from the free-thought side 
of the German Reformation. She wae their 
mother ; in her throes they were born. She was 
their cradie ; in her storms they were rocked, 
sod asa Hercules they grew strong enough in 
the cradle to wrestle with the oppressive ser- 
pent of Komanism. She was their priest, bap- 
tizing them in her blood. Arranged on the side 
of the spirit of Protestant free thought are the 
Dutch Republic, England, the United States. 
These have the instincts of freedom, love of 
learning, the desire of the elevation of the many, 
the well-being, and free-thought, and free-ex- 
pression of all. : 

Our schools came from the same spirit and 
class. The Puritan John Kuox first advocated 
free schools in the Old World. Our colleges and 
mepereins baye been founded by the men of

Our public school system-—-whenre came it? 
The grand men full of grand thoughts, inspired 
by the grand themes set before inteiligent free- 
men by the grand old Bible. came over to this 
howling wilderness, and, lest their children 
should become savages as the Indians about 
them, or tyrants as those tbev had left behind 
them, established these little schools everywhere 
for ali the people. They were blessed, scholariy 
men, tbat knew the Greek New Testament as 
their mother tongue, and translated the Hebrew 
Bible in their morning devotions with their fam- 
ily. Glorious men, little did they forecast the 
power of these schools. Littie did they dream 
that these should be mighty agencies in destroy- 
ing the bigotry and persecution winch bad 
sought to Gestroy them. Little did they dream 
that they should extend over all this land, even 
beyond the Alieghenies, into this Mississippi 
Valley, to the shores of the Western Ocean, and 
their light make glad the path of the pioncer, 
and children’s children arise to bless their mem- 
ories ! 

They did not plan it—ordream it—for, it arose 
quite naturally out of the very spirit of their 
civilization. 

Nobody is to blame because the American 
spirit is the spirit of free personal investigation. 

obody is to blame because Protestantism, 
thinking, the Bibie, and the evervbody’s schoola 
are hand-in-hand. The epear of Ithuriel can’t 
get in between them. The four are so joined 
tnat one won't live in glory and leave the others 
behind. Where two or tbree are gathered to- 
gether there willthe others be in the niidst of 
them. If. one is banished all will go. . But with 
pas: all other progress wil! come. Jnst as the 

Reformation brought back the nations to power 
that embraced it—just as Puritanism brought 
in a new Constitution to Engiand—jusi as Meth- 
odism broke literature away from aristocracy 


taught men, and women, too, that they mig 
all speak and pray, and raised up Bible, Tract. 
Missionary, and L:mancipation Societies and Sun- 
day-schools—so free thongbt, free Bibles, and 
free schools will always furnish the skill to fore- 
see and the power to provide for ail conung 
needs. This is a spirit that will promote evury 
interest that America, Truth, and God want pro- 
moted. What is afraid of this spirit ought to die. 
Aad some institutions are afraid of it. Popery 
dissolves under the American spirit and free 
iustitutions. The Weslern Catholic says: ‘‘ There 
are ten millions in America lost to the Church 
who were born of Catbolic parents.” Two-thirds 
of their Church children are lost to their 
Church. 

Here must be a different spirit quite in con- 
trast. This spirit expects the few to dictate, 
the many to serve with closed minds and moutbs. 
A spirit that keeps poor Ireland down, with all 
her bravery, generosity, and wit ; makes France 
& poor, petted, proud, and fretted child of im- 

ulse; and Spain, grand once, forsaken now. 
This spirit spoke out in Napoleon when he said, 
“T dread three newspapers more than 30,000 
bayonets.” And in the dying Gregory, ‘ Our 
great evemies bavo come in the gaslight, tele- 
graphs, railroads, and printing-presses.” It 
speaks ont in the old Pio Nino very frequently of 
late, as when he gave the syllabus condemning 
all education and thinking not from the Cnorch. 
This Roman spirit is exemplified in the progress 
of Mexico and South America. The American 
spirit is exemplified in North America, and is 
embodied in our institutions. 

The one is seen in Spain to-day; the better 
came in the words of Washington: ‘“ Promote 
then, as an object of primary importance, insti- 
tutions for the genera! diffusion of knowledge ; 
in proportion as a Government gives force to 
public opinion, is it important that pablic opin- 
100 should be enlightened.” 

The better thought came out, too, in the 
lengthy and eloquent address of our present 
President, who evidently expects that our public 
schools shall be continued. 


ferent spirits are seen. Our Americaa schools 
seek to draw out the thinking power, and you 
find m them the tough debate. In Catholic 
schools the object is to memorize. and instead 
of original exercise you listen to the rehearsal 
of a drama of the Middle Ages. The American 
school fits for use, the homaa seeks to conserve. 
The American calls forth power for the future, 
the Roman stifles the independent thought, for 
she says the old is better. The one is an inspi- 
ration; the other crams with the useless, and 
cats off invention and ardor and individuality 
by cold repression. Americans have no business 
with Roman schools, as Catholics have no delight 
in ours. 

It naturally flows out of the American epirit 
that morality and religion should be built up 
and bulwarked as that schools should be estab- 
lished, There is to be freedom in religion, but 
there is to be religion. Hoe that is ac enemy to 
religion is not a good American, Our past his- 
tory shows why we have been successful and 
strong. We have made the Lord God of Hosts 
our strength. We are now asked to go back 
upon our record and our power. Sepreualism, 
infidelity, atheism, would vault into the Adminis- 
tration. Have not all who have read the history 
of the past seen how the nations that forget 
God are turned into bell. 

Chicago seems to be ruled by organized law- 
lessness. While speaking great swelling words 
they promise liberty, they themselves are the 
servants of corruption, ‘‘for of whom a man is 
overcome of the same is he brought into bond- 
age.” Are we to be ruled by slaves to corrup- 
tion? Such as are content in this are by po possi- 
bility Christian citizens—nor spirited Americans. 

Our Constitution provides that ‘‘ Congress 
shall make no law respecting an establishment of 
religion, or probibiting the free exercise 
thereof.” : 

Judge Story comments: ‘‘The right-of soci- 
ety or Goverpment to interfere in matiers of re- 
ligion will bardiy Ue contested by any persons 
who believe that piety, religion, and morality are 
intimately coonected with the weil-being of the 
State, and indispensable to the administration 
of civil justice. The promulgation of the great 
doctrines of religion ; the being, and attributes, 
and Providence of one Almighty God; the re- 
sponsibility to Him for ail our actious founded 
upon moral freedom and accountability ; a fu- 
ture state of rewards aod punishments ; the cul- 
tivation of all the persoual aod benevolent vir- 
tues,—these never can be a matter of indiffer- 
ence in anyjweill-ordered community. It ie indeed 
difficult to conceive how any civilized society can 
well exist witbout them, And, atall events, it is 
impossible for those who believe in the truth of 
Christianity as a divine revelation to doubt thatit 
is the especial duty of Government to foster and 
encourage it among al! citizens and enbjecta. 
This is a point wholiy distinct from that of the 
right of private judgment in the matters of re- 
ligion ak of the freedom of public worship ac- 
cording to the dictates of one’s own conscience.” 

The American spirit, in a word, stands for Man. 
Not for crowned heads, nor the lustre of aris or 
arms, not for priests or Prezidents, not for the 
millionaires of trade, or plow, or counting-house, 
not for the children of the favored few, not for 
any gorgeous form of materialism in Kingdom or 
Republic, but for man as a race; for man in- 
stinct with quenchiess emotions and imperish- 
able attributes of mind and soul,—for Man as the 


glory are the same as those of personal salvation 
which He quietly proclaimed on the hills of Judea. 
Yet there is no other doctrine given under 
heaven aniong men whereby manor nation can 

politically be saved. Our Govern-

God's claim. The Savior said attend to both. 
Has this nation no importance? Behold multi- 
tudes, multitudes in the Valley of Decision. As 
we come to the close of the century we find 
that, purely by the neglect of the religious and 
well-to-do people, some of our cities have lost 
the American spirit and endangered 
their prosperity? Sball Chicago follow 
New York? Three prisons in New York 
cost more than her 210 academies, with 
over 30,000 studente. Ought we not to save 
men instead of allowing great evils to over- 
whelm them, andthen punishing them at so 
vast an expense ? For 3 State Prisovs, 67 jails, 
5 reformatories, 6 penitentiaries, and the lock- 
ups, the State pays half as much as for her re- 
nowned schools, with 1,000,000 scholars, 18,000 
teachers, in 12,000 school-houses. 

Prevention is better than punishment. To go 
to the election Tuesday is better than to mourn 
afjerward. To carry forward a revival that shall 
make Bible Christians, and lay the foundations 
for sobriety and integrity is to lay solid rock be- 
neath the future Republic. 

It is not necessary to-night that I refer to 
dangers inevitable if we neglect to care for these 
multitudes around us and on the way to us. I 
leave this to another evening, Butis pot the 
reward of saving the muititudes incentive 
enough ? We whooccupy these favored places 
are but the Reception Committee who await the 
the on-coming multitudes who gather here in 
God's good providence to be free, to be taught, 
to think, to worship God. 

If God bas given it to us to decide the Arme- 
geddon battle, we cannot be too diligent or too 
wary, *‘ For the day of the Lord is near in the 
valley of decision. 
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THE FARWELL HALL OUTRACE, 
SERMON BY THE REV. FLORENCE M’CARTHY. 

The Rev. Florence McCarthy delivered a dis- 
course at the Amity Baptist Church last even- 
ing on the Hesing mob of last Friday evening. 
The text and sermon were as follows : 

Thou shalt not etea!.— Frode, r2., 15, 

There can be no doubt that it Is in bad taste 
for ministers to preach politics. They havea 
perfect right to do it, so far as the public is con- 
cerned. Butitarguesa lamentable want of in- 
terest in the weightier matters of eternity to see 
a preacher of righteousness introduce, without 
good cause, such intensely secular subjects into 
the pulpit as elections, government, and public 
policy. But there can be nesdoubt, on the other 
hand, that public morais aré a legitimate subject 
of pulpit discourse. Neither can there be any 
doubt that it is proper for the preacher to dis- 
cuss morals in the concrete, and comment on 
the actual and specific sins 
He has for this the sanction and example of 
prophets and apostles, and of Jesus Christ Him- 
eelf. Andif any great public vice or sin is inti- 
mately aseociated with politics, that does not ex- 
empt it from pulpit animadversion, any more 
than if it grew out of science or literature. The 
truth is, every conceivable subject or event is 
admissible into the pulpit if it only be consid- 
ered purely in its moral relations, and not in the 
light of policy or expediency. if I should oc- 
cupy my time this eveningin showing you that 
Keeley was a better man for County Treasurer 
than Hesing, that he was more experienced, 
and more honest, and more deserving, I should 
then be preaching politics, and be prostituiing 
my position as areligiousteacher. But if 1 take 
uD my time in giving expression to the Christian 
sentiment of this great city concerning a recent 
audacious and outrageous assault, byan un- 
godly and unscrupulous political leader, on the 
peace and well-being of this much-enduring 
community, then I am oaoly doing my duty as a 
Christian minister. And that is exactly what I 
propose to do. 

It is necessary. in order toa due anpreciation 
of the shameful scenes of last Friday evening, 
to advert briefly to the general state of corrup- 
tion of the Chicago City Goverument and poli- 
ties. Chicago is suffering incaiculably from 
Granger legislation at Springfield. Every large 
city in the country, except ours, is indspendent 
of the county in which it is situated. The State 
Legislatures have conferred upon them such 
charter privileges as are adapted to a crowded 
community, containing 80 maoy of the irrespon- 
sible and dangerous classes. Without this inde- 
pendence of county interference, and this spe- 
cial legislation, New York, Philadelphia, and 
Boston could never have existed. Chicago, on 
the other hand, is saddled with a double Govern- 
ment, one of the county and one of the city, 
and both of them prescribed by the Legigiature 
at Springfield, composed of men who are as 
ignorant of the peeds of a great city as a horse 
is of astronomy. Take two or three samples 
of the evil results of this unnatural Jegislation. 

To begin with, there is no objection in the 
country to serving writs by reading them. In 
the country every man knows the Constable and 
Sheriff, the magistrate and the court; every one 
knows every one else, and knows all that goes 
on. Bat herein the city, it isa monstrous out- 
rage. Astrange man walks up to you with a 
paper in his haod, mombles a few words, and 
waike off. Before you can find out what it all 
means, judgmert has been given against you by 
default for around sum. But all efforts to get 
our country cousins to’ allow us to make our 
rrits servable by copy have proved unavailing. 

Agaio, ‘in country pleces trial by jury before 
magistrates is an excellent institution, because 
there jurors are well known and resporisible per- 
sous. Therefore ths farmers at Springfield in- 
sist that juries maybe cailed in magistrates’ 
courts in Chicago also, although here jurors are 
unknown and irresponsible persous, and there- 
fore easily corrupted. The consequence is that 
Magistrates’ juries in this city are in 
every caze vaid for their verdict. They are 
summoned in the gross, from the neasest gro- 
gery, and to encourage the practice of cailing 
juries, or in consideration of a sma!'l sum paid 
them by the Constabie who summons them, ia- 
variably render a verdict for the party who calla 
fora jury. As this requires the collusion of a 
Constable, our city Constables, with a few hon- 
orable exceptions, are the most abandoned and 
rapacious scoundrels in the State. And our 
magistrates’ courts thus become nothing more 
than instruments of annoyance and oppression, 
without one single redeeming advantage. 

Again, one Judgeis enough for one county 
outin thecountry with a population of 10,000, 
therefore the Legislature thinks that seven or 
eight Judges are enough for this county, with a 
population of 300,000 or 400,000. The conse- 
quence is that if you wish to sue a man for $300 
you have to wait a year before your cause can be 
tried. And yet your breath is wasted when you 
appeal to your country legislator for relief. He 
is determined that the city shal! live like the 
country. 

Again, and this is more to the point, there is 
no use in ordering a registration of votes out in 
the country every time a County Clerk or a 
Sheriff is to be elected. There is not much at 
stake in such an election, there is not 
much excitement, the voters 
known, and there are few temptations to corrup- 
tion. Therefore our country Legisiatare has 
partially repealed our wholesome Legistration 
act, and made it unnecessary that there shouid 
be a registration in this city either when only 
county ofiicers are to be elected. The resalt of 
this is that an honest election in this city is al- 
most an impossibility. 

Once more, the country Legislature has en- 
acted a general charter for all the cities of Iili- 
nois, or 80 many of them as may choose to adopt 
it. This charter szite Peoria and Elgin very 
well, but is entirely unfitted to the wants of Chi- 
cago,as it opens the floodgates of official corrup- 
tion. But the bad classes of this city compelled 
an clection on this subject a few months ago, 
and, although two-thirds of the citizens voted 
against it, the ballot-boxes were stuffed, for 
want of proper guarding ; and now we are sad- 
died with this ridiculous charter, in addition to 
our other evils. 

The general result of all this is almost uni- 
versal corruption. It is a matter of sincere 
pride and congratulation that our city Judges 
have not been suspected in the leas: degree. 
But, with this exception, the City Government 
of Chicago is undoubtedly the most corrupt in 
the country. One may count on his fingers all 
the officials in the county who do not take bribes, 
aud who live on their salaries. Nearly every 
jury that sits is tampered with, and as to our 
Criminal Court, no man who had money was 
ever known to come to grief in it; and hardly 
ever does a poor man, arraigned before it, escape 
con viction. 

The ringleader of the dangerous classes in the 
effort to ecize aad plunder the public treasury 
and to corrupt the whole Government is Mr, A. 
C. Hesing, the Opposition candidate for County 
Treasurer. Tbis man is a professional politician 
of the worst stripe, and is himself one of tho 
boldest and most unscrupulous men that ever 
cursed this city with his presence. This com- 
munity has vot forgotten how, a few mouths 
ago, when the Common Ceuncil bad under con- 
sideration the subject of the fire limits, this 
same ruffian iotruded in the Counam! Chamber 
with his followers, and undertook to mob the 
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special admiration. Take them all in all, they 
are the most honest. industrious, frugal, peace- 
able, contented people in the world. They al- 
ways k 
parm er them at all bazards, but they are a 
sensible ple, and never make foolish de- 
mands. Of all tbe nationalities that crowd to 
our shores they take most naturally te our 
institutions, and make the best citizens, Of all 
people in the world they are the least likely to 
raise a mob. And when Mr. Hesing insulted 
American free speech the other night, he had 
for bis retainers few Germans. If I do not 
greatly mistake the Germans of this city, they 
will at once repudiate Mr. Hesing, as being in 
no sense a represeatative of their temper, 
principles, or purposes. 

On Friday evening last Mr. Hesing, at the 
head of » mob of cut-throats and gamblers, 
made another demonstration against the peace 

nd respectability of this city. _ Permit me to 
explain to you briefly how this occurred. 

Itis known to you that the government of 
this county is committed to fifteen men called 
County Commiesionets, and that one of the du- 
ties of these Cemmissioners is to make provision 
for elections. This they do by arranging pre- 
cincts, and appointing three judges of election 
for each precinct, whose duty it is to prevent 
fraudulent yotiug. Now, in making provision 
for the election next Tuesday, these Commis- 
sioners have introduced a terrible and disgracs- 
ful imnovation. That is to say, im ap- 
pointing the judges they have  se- 
lected men trom only one political 
party. Now, this is not a breach of law. 
it is simply the dropping of a time-honored and 
praiseworthy custom. It bas been the hapit 
here time out of mind to give both sides achance 
to see the ballots counted. Bat the County 
Commissioners in this instance take the respon- 
sibility of arranging for the counting of the bal- 
lots by One side only. The object, of course, is 
to give opportunities for fraudulent voting and 
fraudulent returns in favor of that one side. 

You may ask, Why is euch a determined effort 
made at this particular time to corrupt the bul- 
lot-box? Tbe reason is obvious. At the election 
of Tuesday the peopie elect a County Treasurer. 
And why, you may ask, is this of 80 much more 
moment than ueual? The reason for this may 
be seen down town, between Randolph and 
Washington streets, and between LaSalle aad 
Clark streets. Have you not seen the 
great hole that has been dug _ there? 
Within the next two years there is to be built 
there a Court-Hoase, worth millions of dollars, 
and the Treasurer will handle ali of that money. 
Bat you may ask, Why is that such a desirable 
duty ? Jecause be hopes to be able to steal at 
least £500,000 of the amount before he retires 
from office. This is the reason that Mr. Hesing 
desires this office. The salary of the position 
would not buy his cigars. Bathe is over head 
and ears in debt, andif hecan bave the han- 
dling of ail the money be hopes to pay his debts 
and come out wealthy. This also is the reason 
that the Commissioners do not want ary party 
but their own to inspect the elections. They 
know that the Opposition ticket cannot be 
elected but by fraudulent means, and that the 
fraud will be impossibie if both parties are rep- 
resented among the judges of election. Hence 
they take the responsibility of altering the hon- 
orable custom of otaer vears. J hey are Lot 
afraid of losing their respectability, but they 
are in mortal fear of josing the handling of the 
people's money. 

Now, iu view of this anomalous and alarming 
situation of affairs, the business men of the city, 
the men whose earnings are to build the Court- 
House or be stolen by Hesiog and his gang, de- 
termined that, if it were possible, they would 
prevent this fearful robbery. Accordingty, they 
called a meeting of business men, not of candi- 
dates for office, but of bonorable business men, 
to devise means for thwartiug the villainous pur- 
poses of the Commissiocers. The meeting was 
held at Farwell Hell, under Christian auspices, 
and was a good and aobie one in its size and its 
material. Its business was progressing in the 
most satisfactory manner, when it was inter- 
rupted by the entrance of Mr. Hesing and an iu- 
furiated mob of his followers, who raised an up- 
roar, assaulted the platform, dragged its occu- 
pants oif it to the floor, and broke its furniture 
to splinters. You have all readthe shameful 
particulars in the papers, but Lam informed by 
eye-witnesses that the scene baffled description. 

Of ali the impudent and rascally outrages ever 
perpetrated in this community this is the worst. 
To think tnata parcel of professional thieves 
and robbers should seize the Government and 
the Treasury, and that when respectable citizens 
attempt to protest against it the thieves should 
mob them and break up their meeting! And to 
think that when an appeal was made to the po- 
lice for protecton that it was unavailing! I teil 
you, my friends, we are ali diagraced by these 
proceedings. Unless something be done to tes- 
tify our abhorrence to mobocracy, people will 
avoid our city as they would a pest-house. 

And what was the pretext under which this 
disgraceful assault was made? Why, Mr. Hes- 
ing said that be invaded Farwei! Hall and its 
platform because his character had been as- 
sailed there, and he had a right to go there 
ty defend it. Indeed! ‘Then if you 
assail a man’s character in your parior, 
he has a right to break in andturn you out, 
and reply to your comments! And if I assail 
Methodism in my pulpit, any Methodist preacher 
has a right to turn me out of my puloit and an- 
swerme! This is fair reasoning, but who will 
accept these inferences? if Islander you, you 
have your remedy in a court of justice. Or, if 
vou prefer talking back, you can rent a hall and 
talk back to your heart’s content. But you have 
no right to seize a hail which has been rented to 
aseail you in, and occupy it for vour defense 
without consent. The truth is, Mr. Hesiog’s 
excuse is a mere pretense. What he meant to 
do was to capture that meeting aod defeat its 
object. He kuew that, if the meeting should 
ot 2 a success, he would prove a failure, and 

e deliberately resolved that he would mob and 
expe! from the ball the merchants of Chicago, 
assembled for no other purpose than the protec- 
tion of the ballot-box in an important election 
from wholesale fraud. .The blame and shame of 
this crime will attach to him throngh life. 

I consider it my duty, as a teacher of religion 
and morality in this community, to hold up these 
actors to your Christian condemnation, and to 
excite witbin you the greatest possible indigna- 
tion, both at this invasion of our liberties and 
at the shameless robbery which it was designed 
to facilitate. If the people of this city cannot 
rént a hall and hold a meeting for the expression 
of their opinions on any public matter without 
being liable to interruption and capture by a 
mob of people who think otherwise, then there 
is an end to ail free speech and free government ; 
we are on the road to anarchy and siavery. It 
will be asad day for Chicago, for its trade, and 
for its growth, and its good name, when it comes 
to be understood that character and brains are 
below par bere, and that brute strength and 
shameless audacity are the regnant forces of 
our society. The thieves themselves will thea 
s00D have pothing to fight over and steal. 

Very few people realize, I think, the serious 
and dreadful wickedness of official peculation. 
We easily perceive the wickedness of a poor man 
stealing a ham or piece of bacon. But it is diffi- 
cult for us to feel 40 much virtuous indignation 
at the bejeweled Treasurer who gets away with 
haif a milton of dollars. Now, in my opinion, 
such & Mao is worse than a marderer, and ought 
to be executed in some specially shameful and 
painful manner. For taxes, be it remembered, 
do not come altogether, if at all, out of the rich. 
Ibe real-estate owner pays a tax, but he collects 
it again from his tenant. And raising the tax 
only raises the rent. The man who keeps a gro- 
cery gets his tax out of his customers, and rais- 
ing his taxis simpiy raising the price of every 
pound of sugar or tea that his poor customers 
buy. Then, whem a County Treasurer steals 
enough to buy himself a diamond pia, or 
his wife a fine shawl, or his friends 
® supper, what does he do? He simp! 
squeezes that much sugar, tea, wand. 
and clothes out of the poor people of this coun- 
ty. And, to my mind, there is nothing admira- 
ble about this. A mao who lives in luxury aod 
accumulates a fortune by such means is an oaut- 
law, and deserves the most violent and igno- 
minious death that a Legislature can inflict and 
® plundered people execute. 

I counsel you, therefore, as a Christian minis- 
ter, as a lover of poor, suffering humanity, a6 a 
hater of tyranny and oppression, to use your 
best eadeavors to save this city from A. C. Hes- 
ing on next Tuesday. I do not urge you to vote 
for any particular persou ; I only urge you not to 
vote for him, and to use all your might to defeat 
bis election. Everything that you hold dear may 
depend upon it, for not only your own money, but 
your liberties, are at stake. This question has 
risen far out of the region of politics. 1 am no 
Republican myself. I expact to vote the Oppo- 
sition ticket, after I have scratched out Hesiog’s 
name. But I will not long train with any party 
that approves, or that does not openly disavow 
and condemn, such atrocious assaults on decen- 
cy and on liberty ag Hesing hes been guilty of. 

Do not say that you sre above meddling with 
politics. You might just as well affect conotempt- 
uous indifference as to whether your family eball 
be plundered or murdered. For that ie exactly 
_ it ee de at last. And the time will come 
when you wi glad enough, not to deposit 
your ballot, but to shoulder your musket, ee 
serve your homes from the criminals and jail- 
birds who invaded Farwell Hall last Friday 
bight. 

I cannot close without referring to the fact 
that Chicago, which is such a corrupt city, is 
aiso an infidel city. Turn it aad twist itas you 
may, infidelity and go 
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enemies. When men drift away from His teach- 
ings, and acquire a contempt for His person. 
they generally discard His morality, and plunge 
inte every species of selfishness and wickedness. 
Perhaps I ought to say that when men have 


made up their minds to steal, they immediately 


atteck Christianity, and become infidels. 

I have had a very unbappy feeling apout Chi- 

0 lately. Iam inclined to think that its sins 
will precipitate upon it some fearful scourges. 
The very Christians of this city are more 
like the sons of Belial thao they are like the 
meek and lowly Jesus. And [ shal! be agreeably 
disappointed if, at some not distant day, the 
Almighty does pot send us through a hotter fire 
than He did four years ago. It cannot be that a 
city that has so many privileges and such glori- 
ous possibilities, and is yet overrun with cruelty, 
robbery, and rottenness, can escape the correc- 
tions of the Almighty. Let us hope that God's 
spirit may be poured out on the backsliders this 
winter, and that the tone of the whole commu- 
nity may be altered and improved by a glorious 
revival of true aad undefiled religion. 
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THE PERILS OF THE HOUR. 
ADDRESS BY THE REV. N. F. RAYLIN. 

‘Lhe Kev. N. F. Ravlin spoke last evening to 
@ very large and intelligent congregation at the 
hall corner of Clinton and Twelfth streets. He 
selected as his subject, ‘‘ The Perils of the Hour, 
and the Duty of Every Good Citizen Tuesday.” 
He spoke without notes, and took the “ Condi- 
tion of Things” as his argument. A brief ab- 
stract of his address is appended: 

He saw no neutral ground in the impending 
contest. There were but two sides of the great 
question,—everybody was for or against right- 
eous municipal government. He did not speak 
for one party or avother, for in polities, as in 
religion, he bad forgotten absolute fealty, and 
was independent. He knew nothing personally 
about the gentlemen who were opposing 
Hesing for County Treasurer, but he 
knew of Hesing, his history, ambition, 
andaims. It would be far better that tne city 
and county should receive a new visitation of the 
devouring flames than that the Government 
should remain in the bands of the element that 
it had been controlled by for several years. To 
continue it would be to poison the moral, educa- 
tional, and commercial interests of the city, 
make property worthiess, and to  dis- 
grace Chicago in the eyes of the world. 
The fact of excluding the Bible from the schools, 
abstractedly, did not amount to anything; but 
the fact that it was the result of a demand of 
the thieves, drunkards, and the lowest element 
of society, gave the act an importance that 
should not be luoked over. The reverend gen- 
tleman then proceeded to review the history of 
the despicable clement in politica to which he 
bad alluded, and. following it along from the 
rufiianly reception tendered a bevy of ladies by 
the City Counci!, he came to the consideration 
of the outrageous proceedings by the same 
mob at Farwell Hali Friday evening, and 
drew the conclusion that the object of the lead- 
ers who were attempting to perpetuate their 
power and iay bands upon the County Treasury 
was to ultimately introduce into the country the 
heense of Germany and the prostitution of 
France. 

He then tock up the importance of maintain- 
ing the purity of the baillot-box, which 
he said was now being threat- 

by the  unprincipled element of 
the city. The ballot-box was the seat and 
foundation of honest government, and if it was 
allowed to be corrupted, as be believed it was ar- 
ranged it should be rather than that Hesing 
should be defeated, the end was not yet. A pure 
stream could not possibly flow from an impure 
fountain, anda orrupt ballot-box in Chicago 
Tuesday would be felt throughout the length 
and breadth of the land. The act of Mr. Hesing 
in attempting to break up the meeting of the 
merchants, added to the unheard of pro- 
ceeding in appointing judges of eleciion, 
satisfied him that nothing was too desperate, too 
base, or violent for the element headed by him 
seeking further dominion and power. He char- 
acterized the attack on the merchants’ meeting 
as evidence of the purpose of the ungodly rilff- 
raff, and the action of the police on the occasion 
he said was a disgrace that was lauded by those 
bow engaged in warring on the public interest. 

He dwelt at length on this part of his discourse, 
and took occasion in the course of an earnest ex- 
posure of Hesing's ambition and history to ask 
his congregation if they were in sympathy with the 
opsiaught attempted upon the public; and, fol- 
lowing his query, he contended that whoever 
supported Hesinug placed bimself alongside of 
the thieves and gamblers, headed by Mike 
McDonald (who, if he had his deserta, 
would have long since been in prison), 
and the scvurings and scrapings of 
the city. He would be sorry to 
count for any of his flock any such surround- 
ings, but he svoke the naked truth and nothing 
more. Hesing was a drunken, bloated, ambi- 
tious infidel, who was seeking the office of 
County Treasurer, as he said bimself in print, 
to pay therefrom his debts, which he had no 
sympathy for. The speaker did not hold apy 
eumity toward him, but it was his principles that 
he would oppose. He had no preference for any- 
one as againet him iodividually. and bad no other 
interest in the result Taesday than to see the 
best men elected to office. He had no one to 
recorfimend to the people’s suffrage, but he 
would vote as ts had preached. He would 
choose between the three evils, and had gaid 
what he had, not because he was disposed to 
speak upon the subject, but because it was his 
duty justas much as it was to proclaim the 
richness of God's Holy Word. 

The speaker conciuded by urging his 
hearers to attend the polls Tuesday, and 
yote against mob-rule, against rings, 
against corrupdcion, and for an honest adminis- 
tration of city and county officers. He was not 
in favor of woman suffrage, but he wished 
that the coming election couid be left to them, 
and he would have vo fear of the result. He 
adjured them, while they could not vote them- 
selves, to see that their husbands, sons, and 
friends did their duty,—that they voted and 
worked for the success of righteous government. 

A short conference meeting followed the rev- 
erend gentieman’s address, in which the theme 
of the evening wae the subject of prayer.

THE CUBAN QUESTION. 
VIEWS OF THE PRESIDENT. 
Wasurinoton, Oct. 31.—The discussion of . the 
Spanish Cabinet's reply to what is called in the 
late Madrid telegram, ‘‘ The Washington Note,” 
has seference to the unsettled questions between 
the two countries. The exact points of thia of- 
ficial paper caonot be ascertained, but they may 
be inferred from the views of the President, 
which form the basis of the instructions to 
Mivister Cushing, and which show that the 
President regards the civil dissensions 
in Cuba, and especially the sanguinary 
hostilities, as producing effects in the United 
States sécondin gravity only to those which 
they produce in Spam. The ultimate issue of 
events in Cuba will be its independence, however 
that issue may be produced, whether by means 
of negotiations or ag the result of military op- 
erations, or one of those unexpected incidents 
which so frequently determine the fate of na- 
tions. The continuance of the insurrection 
grows day by day more insupportabie to the 
United States, and, while the attention of this 
Government is fixed on Cuba in the interest of 
humanity by the horrors of civil war prevail- 
ing there, it cannot forbear to reflect thas che 
existence of slave labor in Caba, and ita in- 
fluence over the feelings and interests of the 
peninsular, Spanards lie at the foundation of aii 
the calamities which now afflict the island; but 
slavery cannot long continue in Cuba, en- 
vironed aa that island ia by communities of em- 
ancipated slaves in the other West India Islands 
and the United States. The President bas not 
been without hope that all these questions might 
be settled by the spontaneous act of Spain her- 
self, she being more deeply interested m such a 
settlement than all the rest of the world. 
The question, what decision the United 
States shall make, is a serious and difficult one, 
not to be determined without careful considera- 
tion of its complex elements of domestic aad 
foreiga policy, but the determination ef which 
may at any moment be forced agen us by occur- 
repces either in Spain or Cuba. Withal, the 
President cannot but regard independence and 
emancipation as the only certain, and 
even the necessary, solution of the ques- 
tion of Cuba, and, ion)6«=Ol his Ss mind, 
all incidental questions ‘are quite subor- 
dinate to these. The President does not medi- 
tate or desire the apnexation of Cuba to the 
United States, but its elevation into an inde- 
peadent Republic of freemen, in barmosy with 
ouiseives and with the other republics of Amer- 
ica. The policy of the United Statesim refer- 
ence to Cuba is one of expectancy, but with 
positive and final convictions asto the duty of 
the United States when the time or emergency 
of action shall arrive.

OUR NAVY. 
ITS PRESENT CONDITION. 
Wasuinoton, Oct. 31.—The new sloops-of-war 
Alert, Alliance, Essex, Ranger, Adams, Trenton, 
Huron, and Enterprise, will soon bs fteady for 
sea, and most of them will be in service before 
the end of the year. The Trentom is not 
yet launched, but it is thought she will be by 
the 5th of December next. The Alert is already 
in commission. The Alliaace, now at Philadel- 
phia, will soon be put in commission. The 
Ranger will, in & few day, go to Philadelphia to 
get her oatfit. The Adams and Essex at Bos- 
ton, the Enterprise at Portsmouth, N, H., and 
the Huron at Norfolk, Va., are rapidly being 
prepared for sea, and their officers wil! soon be 
ordered on board. It is thought the Alert will 
be ordered to the East Indies to join our squad- 
ron in those waters. The others will be ordered 
to join the North Atlantic fleet as fast as they 
are put in commission, and as the vessels are 
needed abroad they will be ordered from the 
North Atlantic to foreign stations. It is the pol- 
icy of the Secretary of the Navy to keep a large 
number of vessels in the North Atlantic fleet, so 
as to relieve vessels abroad from this station 
when necessary. ‘She Worcester, at present the 
fiag-ship of that station, being very old. will 
be ordered to Norfolk 
ceiving ship im  0»place of 
Hampshire, which vessel will be sent to Port 
Royal, 8. C,, as a store-ship for the North At- 
lantic fleet. The Hartford, which recently re- 
turned home from an Asiatic station, will be the 
new flag-ship of the station. During the troubles 
growing out of the capture of the Virginips by 
the Spanish man-of-war Tornado, oar Govern- 
ment suffered great inconvenience on account of 
the very weak condition of our navy, but, since 
then, the Departmeut has been doing all in its 
power, with the limited means at ite disposal, to 
ut the navy in a good condition, so that wc may 
be ready for any emergency. ‘The iron-clads 
Montauk, Manhattan, Saugus, Mahopac, Nan- 
tucket, Ajax, Canonicus, Catskill, Jason, Dicta- 
tor, and others, are in a seagoing condition, and, 
should occasion require, they could be put in 
service In five days,

NOTES AND NEWS- 
WASHED POSTAGE STAMPS. 
Specia Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Wasurneron, D. C., Oct. 31.—In the report of 
the Third Assistant Postmaster-General for 1874 
& paragraph occurred in allusion to logses sus- 
tained by the Government from the illicit use of 
washed postage stamps, which, being ; abiished 
in all the leading newapapers, ultimately found 
its way to probably every village in the land. 
The natural effect of such wide-spread publica- 
tion has been to stimulate individual effort for 
remedying the evil, and the Department has con- 
sequently beea flooded with propositions to that 
end. Many of these schemes are ut- 
terly absurd. A large tiumber, offering 
better claims to attention, have yot contained 
some objectionable feature which would render 
their adoption impossible, while others are so 
elaborate or expensive that their purchase and 
use in the .35,000 post-offices of the country 
would necessitate axreater expenditure of money 
than the amount of loss they are intended to 
prevent. Among the most plausible projects 
presented are the employment of fugitive colors 
in the printing of postage stamps, or of indelible 
inks in canceling the stamps now in use, but 
there may be objections to the first of theese 
propositions, and, with to the latter, there 
bas been no difficulty in discovering solvents 
for most inks submitted, which reodered their 
removal from stamps a comparatively easy and 
inexpensive process.

The leading produce markets were moderately active 
on Saturday, though less so than is usual on the last 
business day of the month; there was not so much 
outstanding work to be done as ordinarily remains to 
be finished up before the deliveries of the next month 
are in order. The shipping movement of Friday was 
small, but a great deal of freight-room was taken on 
that day, and also on Saturday, so that we may expect 
very large shipments to be reported in the early part 
of the week. No small part of this will be sent out by 
parties receiving grain on October and November con- 
tracts, and reported to be already sold for Eastern de- 
livery. In that event, though the stocks in store at 
this point will probably show s material increase for 
the week, they will be much smaller when the next 
weekiy statement is made up than now. 

Prices of domestic dry goods underwent no appre- 
ciable change, though brown cottons and prints show- 
ed a lack of steadiness, There wasa fuirly satisfacto- 
ry demand, both from the local and country trade. Ia 
the grocery market there was little that is new to note, 
Coffees were again quoted weak, and an easy feeling in 
rice was also apparent, butfor the other staple arti- 
cles, and for most side goods as well, the market main- 
tains a steady and firm tone. Butter was steady at the 
lately revised quotations, The cheese market was 
rather easier, in sympathy with New York. None of 
the features of the dried-fruit market were different 
from those ruling earlier in the week. Jish remain 
unchanged in values, Cod and herring were active, 
while other kinds were quiet. In the wood, leather, 
ahd bagging markets the situation was unchanged, Oils 
were firm and steady, 

Lake freighis were active and firmer, at 6c for wheat 
to Buffalo, Highwines were dull and unchanged at 
$1.13 per gallon, 

The demand for lumber at the yards continues ac- 
five at unchanged prices. The offerings of cargoes 
were small, and only two or three sales were made at 
the docks, In the wool market there was a little more 
life, round lots -having changed hands at the current 
prices. Broom-corn waa tolerably steady and fairly 
active. Choice hops were firm, in consequence of a 
better feeling East, induced by the prospect of liberal 
exportatious, Hides were dull and easy, and the same 
may be said of prairie nay, the demand for which con- 
tinues light, while the offerings are liberal. Potatoes 
in lots were slow, but sold on the strget quite freely to 
the city trade. There was only afair demand for 
poultry, prices for which were eteady, except for live 
chickens. Game was stronger; also eggs, 

l. GRAIN PROSPECTS. 

A letter from Mr. J. B, Lawes to the London (Eng.) 
Times gives thirteen and two-thirds million qrs, or 
109,000,000 bu, as the deficiency of Great Britain and 
Ireland fur the present crop year. The imports of 
1874-"6 were only 11,750,009 qrs, which quantity had 
only been exceeded once before, Hence it is argued 
that the imports of the year 1376-16 will probably be 
greater than those of any previous tweive months, and 
the exports from the (jnuited States will be correspond- 
ingly increased, 

The New York Produce Exchange Weekiy has the fol- 
lowing: 

The area of land under crops for the year 1875, in 
Holland, was, in hectares of 2,471 aires each, as fol- 
lows ; Wheat, 150,000; barley, 99,000; rye, 125,000; 
buckwheat, 50,000; beans, 15,000> peas, 12,000; pota- 
toes, 123,450; turpips,.5,000; swedes, 7,000; mangoids, 
50,000; hay, 530,000, and rape seed, 45,000, The esti- 
mated stock of old foreign grain in the ports of Hol- 
land on the 23d of September, 1575,-was: Wheat, 5,000

LARD AND COTTON CORNERS IN NEW YORK, 
“pectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New Yor«, Oct, 31.—Cornere in cotton, pork, and 
lard on Saturday engrossed the aitention of operators 
on the Cotton and Produce Exchanges, The effect of 
the corner in cotton was impaired on Saturday by the 
imclemency of the weather, the rule of the Exchange 
providing that, upon a éertificate signed by those 
members of the Exchange not interested in deliveries 
that day, that the weather 1s unsuitable for deliveries, 
the same may be suspended until the weather has 
improved, The bears in cotton, whose coan- 
tracts matured on Saturday, availed themsdives of this 
provision, and thus secured two days (Saturday and 
Sunday).

The town is built directly over the mines, and 
the earth below has been honeycombed by min- 
ing shafts, drifts, chambers, and tunnels to 
adepth of over 2,000 feet. The snuperincum- 


| bent earth is supported upon tiers of immense 


timbers. 

_ The mines on the Comstock lode were discovered 
in 1859, since which they have yielded a little 
over $200,000,000 in silver bullion. About a year 
ago the Consolidated Virginia and California 
mines, in their developments, encountered the 
richest ore body ever developed in America. 
They made cross-cuts through it until some 
#200,000,000 of ore is in sight, and its extent 
has not vet been determined. It lays between 
1,400 and 1,600 feet below the surface. This 
disco gave the already prosperous town an 
extraordinary stimulcs, A traveling correspond- 
ent of the New York Tri/une wrote as follows to 
that journal from Virginia City, under date of 


a2 July 1, 1875: 


Here ig a city of about 25,000 inhabitants, about 
7,000 Teet above the level of the sea, with inhahitants 
in the garb of laborers, but with the habits of Paris- 
ians. Here are restaurants as fine a8 any in the world, 
though not as extensive as some, nor as elaborate 
appointments. Here are drinking-ealoous more gor- 
geous in appointment than any m San Francisco, 
Philadelphia, or New York, and here shopsand stores 
which are dazzling in splendor, The people here seem 
to rnn to jewelry, I have never seen finer shops than 
are here, and the number of diamonds displayed in 
the windoWs guite dazzles one’s senses. The club- 
room is nearly as well furnished asany im New York, 
except in pictures, books, and bronzes, and the manner 
of liv. of the inhabitants generally is upon a high 
scale, No coin less than a quarter of adollar is used 
here, and when I offered a dime to the artist who pol- 
ished my boots, he gave me such a look that I would 
have been glad to exchange places with him and give 
him the dime to boot. He handed the money back to 
me, and for fear of making another mistake I gave 
him a $5 gold piece, and he gave me the change, 

I have never been in a place where money is 80 
plenty, nor where itis spent with so much extrava- 
gance and recklessness. Every man in the street 
seems to have his pocket full of gold; one who 
would pay tess than 25 cents for s® morn- 
ing paper would be looked upon as a snesk- 
thief, The houses are mostly of brick on the business 
sireets, and the sidewalks swarm with people, It is as 
difficult to get along on C street in the evening asit is 
to go mes adway in thé neighborhood of Fulton 
street in the middle of the afternoon. Every young 
blood in the city, and every old one, too, for that mat- 
ter, has his tast horse or bis pair, and although he 
may be clad in rough attire, you may rest satisfied 
that his pockets are full of money. I doubt if there is 
a city of 200,000 people in the United States which hase 
as much wealth as Virginia City.

The actuk) amount of this indebted- 
ness in 1870 was #868,676,758, and this has now 
increased to $1,331,970,517. The State debts 
have increased about $30,000,000, and the mu- 
nicipal debts about #$440,000,000, It is in the 
cities that the “Rings” have had full sway,— 
there, where the non-taxpaying voters outuum- 
ber the propérty-holders, the practice of vot- 
ing appropriations for public works, and of 
spending Jarge sums upon improvements, has 
been carried on almost without limit. The City 
of New York, with a population of less than 
1,000,000, has a debt of £31,515,678, while Lon- 
don has adebt of only £5,181,700. Baltimore 
and Boston, the first with 267,354 people, and 
the second with a ulation of 250,526, each 
bave debts much larger than London. New

with what our American friends regard as our 
expensive luxuries of a monarchy, ie 4£108,452,- 
000. But the revenue of the Federal Govern- 
ment of the United States is £57,895,750, and 
the amount raised by taxetion for local purposes 
is about $71,000.000, so that the whole cost of 
the “ self-government” of the Americans is 
£129,000,000. We have an efiicient army and 
navy—the Americans have neither; we have 
our colonies and our great Eastern Empire,

WooD PAYEMENTS. 
To the Editor of Lhe Chicaco Tribune : 

Broommcron, Ill,, Oct 29.—I was much in- 
terested in your articles on pavement published 
in Taz Tripcne the past summer. And as your 
observation led you to declare in favor of wood- 
en block pavement as the cheapest and most 
delightful of any yet discovered, permit me to 
give you my experience with a cheaper wood 
pavement than any hitherto used, and I think 
equally durable. About three years agol wanted 
& pavement around my grain warehouse where 
the travel is almost continuous and tbe 
joads - heavy. I reasoned that, as the 
wear of the wooden block pavement was almost 
imperceptible before its decay, that a block 3 
inches in length would not only wear for years, 
-but would decay much slower than one longer, 
because it would keep much dryer. 1 therefore 
got oak blocks 3 inches long, and laid them on 
gravel with lioch gravel between, at a cost not 
exceeding 50 cents per square yard, and the pave- 
ment bas proved an entire success. Although a 
art of. the blocks were only 2 inches thick, there 
o been no disposition whatever to settle or get 
out of place, and, in fact, nota single block has 
been misplaced by travel since firat laid. Sup- 
ing such a pavement only lasted five years 

id with pine, it is incomparably cheaper than 
avything elee, and the expense of renewing 
every five years would hardly keep any other 
kind of roadin repair. lJBesides, I think the 
short biock om sand or gravel, by reason of 
“jts dryness, woulét last much longer than 
the 5 or 6-inch blocks, as the latter decay at 
the bottom, and consequently settle while the 
top is as sound as ever. By the way, the 3-inch 
' block should not be-over 6 inches wide, other- 
wise there is a tendency to tip when first laid, I 
think this plan solves the problem of a pave- 
ment 60 cheap that the cost of renewal if no 
harrier to ite continued use.

THE BURIAL OF GUIBORD. 


The Mayor of Montreal Pleading that 
Fle las mo Status Outside of the City 
Limits—-Anm Appeal to Be Miade for 
Military Protection. 

MonrrzeaL, Oct. 29.—Mr. Doutre had an 
interview to-day with the Mayor as to getting 
protection at the approaching burial of Guibo rd. 
From what had transpired at the last attempt 
at burial, he thought now that no affidavit was 
required to show the absolute necessity of a 
stfong organization for the protection of the 
approaching funeral. They wanted protection 
against people who think there is no law against 
what they did in September last. After that 
abortive attempt, those ignorant men would 
naturally imagine there was nothing wrong in 
what they did, and they might expect to see the 
same men there with a crowd of thew friends, 
and the scenes of the 2d of September repeated 
with increased gravity and terrible resclts. It 
was especially pecessary to protect these men 
from their own ignorance, and to accomplish 
that a strong dieplay of police force should be 
made on the occasion of the coming burial. The 
law authorized the Chairmen of the several Ses- 
sions of the Peace or their magistrates, of whom 
the Mayor might be one, tu call on the military. 
Te notoriety of the facts which marked the 
first attempt was euch that any Jastice of the 
Peace would be fully justified in acting without 
further information. He thon called upon the 
Mayor to state what he intended to do on the 
occasion. 

The Mayor answered that shortly after the 
affair of Sept. 2, he had consulted the city attor- 
neys to know his position and the extent of his 
duties, and thereupon read their written opinion 
to the effect that outside the limits of the city 


+ the Mayor, as Mayor, had no status, but that his 


office of Justice of the Peace extended over the 
District of Mootreal. He intimated that neither 
he nor the city police should go outside the city, 
and that asthe Catholic cemetery was outsi 
these limits they would not zo there. 

Mr. Doutre replied that the Catholic cemetery 
wae but a few rods outside the city limits, and 
by bringlmg the body along Sherbrooke street 
and Cote des Neiges road a very short distance 
would be left to be traversad between the city 
limits and Guibord’s burial place. 

The Mayor asked why the funeral should not 
take the ronte around the moug before. 

Mr. Doutre replied that even with the whole 
of the assistance he expected to receive from 
the police, he bad madeup his mind to come 
through the city, as the distance was shorter, 
and if they were to be deprived of the protection 
of the pohce ata certain part of the road, that 
was an additional reason to come through the 
city, so that they might be to acertain extent. 
under the protection of the public authorities, 
The other route lay throug’ two sma!ler 
municipalities that had no police.

A MILLIONAIRE’S WIVES. 


‘irs. Mary Ann foster’s Claim on 
$13,000,000—Her Lite with Isaac M. 
Singer While Ue Was Poor and Be- 
fore Hie .Mad Acquired Evormous 
Wealth—Why She Sued for Diverce. 

New York Sun, Oct, 20, 

The Ivaac Merritt Singer will liti was 
resumed before Surrogate Coffin in White Plains 
yesterday. The testator left property in this 
country and in England valued at $13,000,- 
000. e provided for most of his numerous 
children, but left nothing to avy of the five 
women who lived with him, at various periods, 
as his wives, exceptto the last one, known as 
Isabella E. Singer. To her he bequeathed a life 
interest in his estate in England, valued at $4,- 
000,000. The contestant, Mary Ann Singer, 
known as Mary Ann Foster, says that she was 
his only real wife, and therefore she sues for a 
widow's dower. She was represented ay 
by Mr. Ruben W. Van Pelt. Ex-Judge John K. 
Porter and J. C. Carter ap for Mr. David 
Hawley, of Yonkers, one of the millionaire in- 
ventor 8 executors. 

Mr. Van Pelt examined Mra. Mary Ann Mega- 
rey to prove the marital reiations between Mr. 
Singer and the contestant. Tbe witness be- 
came acquainted with the couple seventeen 
years ago, when they were living in Fourth ave- 
pue. She was introduced to Ser. Singer first, 
and he then presented ber to the contestant as 
‘‘my wife.” Both at that time, and after they 
had moved into their Fifth avenue mansion, 
ladies and gentlemen of high social stsndiog 
called upon them, and nothing, as far as the 
witness knew, was ever said to indicate that the 
contestant was not the lawful wife of Mr. Singer. 
fhe witness remembered that some trouble 
arose between Mr. Singer and the contestant, 
resulting in a separation. The contestant went 
to live with ber at 83 Clinton place, and after 
she (the witness) had gone away, Mrs. Singer, 
as she was calied, remained in the house as a 
boarder until she married Mr. Foster, This was 
after a divorce from Mr. Singer. 

Up to this point the witness had called her 
friend ‘‘Mrs. Singer.” She now began to speak 
of her as * Mrs. Foster.” 

Mrs. Mary Ann Foster, the contestant, was 
called to the stand. She isan exceedingly well 
preserved and dignified person, 59 years of age. 
She has blue eyes, and smooth brown hair with- 
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out a trace of silver. She was becomingly 
dressed, and presented somethin more 
than the mere remains of the beauty that fasci- 
nated Isaac Merritt Singer forty years ago. She 
was a pative of Maryland, she said, and in the 
spring of 1836 Mr. Singer began to pay his ad- 
dresses to herin Baltimore. In October, 1836, 
she went to New York with Mr. Singer and as- 
sumed toward him the relation of a wife. Here 
the Surrogate looked at ex-Judge Porter and 


suggested, *‘ with all that the term implies.” 
The counselor laaghed, as did the contestant. 

The witness continued that she cohabited 
with Mr. Singer for twenty-five years, bearin 
him ten childreo, of whom two died. She h 
po marital relations with any other man d

In 
1860 she went with Mr. Singer to Balti- 
more, and their names were registered in 
the hotel book as “Mr. and Mrs. Singer.’’ 
Their two children who died were buried in 
Greenwood Cemetery, and on the monument over 
their graves is the name of Singer. On the 7th 
of August, 1860, the ‘* trouble” mentioned by 
the preceding witness occurred. The contestant, 
who was driving down Fifth avenue in her own 
carriage, met Mr. Singer with one Mary Mc- 
Gonigal going toward home in an open 
velhicie. She had seen his companion in the 
Singer Company's Philadelphia oftice more than 
once, but not with Mr. Singer.
